I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1939. 

The  report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  1961  of  the  16th  February,  1940,  and 
the  information  is  a record  of  the  alterations,  improvements  and 
developments  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

It  has  been  a difficult  year  for  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  all  of  whom  have  been  employed  in  the  organisation  of 
the  Casualty  Services  for  Air  Raid  Precautions,  details  of  which  appear 
in  Section  VII. 

The  duties  of  Meat  and  Food  Inspection  have  decreased  very 
little  despite  the  closing  of  all  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district  with  the 
exception  of  the  Bacon  Factory.  An  account  of  this  work  has  been 
included  in  Section  V.  of  this  report.

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CLASSIFICATION  OF  THE  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

The  table  gives  a short  analysis  of  death  and  the  ages  at  which 
they  occurred.  The  deaths  of  Eastleigh  Residents  registered  away 
from  Eastleigh  are  included  in  the  table  and  the  deaths  of  non-residents 
registered  in  the  Borough  are  excluded. 

The  death  rate  10.19  is  slightly  higher  than  in  1938  when  it 
was  9.96  but  lower  than  11.1  in  1937.  The  lowest  recorded  rate  in 
the  Borough  since  its  extension  to  its  present  size  in  1932  is  9.43  in 
1934  ; the  highest  being  11.8  in  1932. 

Heart  disease  with  a total  of  89  heads  the  list,  59  of  which 
occurred  over  the  age  of  65. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  are  again  second  highest  on  the  list  with  a 
total  of  45,  which  is  a slight  increase  on  38  in  1938.  The  Cancer  death 
rates  per  1,000  of  population  for  the  last  four  years  are  as  follows  : — 
1936—1.6  ; 1937— 1.3  ; 1938—1.4  ; 1939— 1.7. 

There  are  eight  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  against 
nine  for  the  year  1938,  12  for  1937  and  10  in  1936.  The  death  rate 
of  0.29  per  1,000  population  in  1939  is  the  lowest  death  rate  from  this 
disease  since  the  extension  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  1935, 
when  the  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis — 0.28 — was  exceptionally 
low. 

The  death  rate  for  infants  under  one  ' year — 39.6 — is  higher 
than  in  1938  when  it  was  29.02  but  lower  than  in  1937  which  was 
46.72. 

Suicides  decreased  from  four  in  1938  to  one  in  1939. 
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SECTION  II. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

1.  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council, 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Clerical  including  in  each  case  information  as 
to  their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as  their 
offices  and  duties  have  been  incorporated  on  page  2 at  the  beginning 
of  this  report  on  the  lines  indicated  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in 
Circular  1961  of  the  16th  February,  1940. 

2.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Winchester  carries  out  all  the 
laboratory  work  of  the  Borough  including  bacteriological  examinations 
in  connection  with  infectious  diseases,  bacteriological  examinations 
and  chemical  analysis  of  water  samples  and  bacteriological  and 
phosphatase  examination  of  milk. 

3.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

A motor  ambulance  for  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  provided 
and  kept  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  a motor  ambulance 
is  provided  jointly  by  the  Borough  Council  and  a voluntary  hospital 
committee.  It  is  kept  at  the  Town  Hall  and  provided  free  by  the 
Borough  Council  for  accidents,  sudden  emergency  and  maternity 
cases,  other  cases  paying  according  to  schedule  of  charges  laid  down. 

During  the  year  the  Ambulance  Service  proved  quite  adequate 
but  in  case  of  emergency  the  motor  ambulances  belonging  to  the 
Southampton  Fire  Brigade  and  the  Royal  Hants  County  Hospital 
are  available. 

4.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

A Sister  and  four  District  Nurses  supported  entirely  by 
voluntary  subscriptions  and  working  under  the  directions  of  the 
medical  practitioners  are  available  for  the  Borough. 

In  Chandler’s  Ford  there  is  a certified  midwife  working  under  the 
District  Nursing  Association. 

Three  certified  midwives  residing  in  the  Borough  are  employed 
by  the  Hants  County  Nursing  Association. 

No  provision  is  made  for  nursing  cases  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  home.

5.  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  County  Council  has  provided  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics,  chiefly  consultant,  also  Dental,  Orthopaedic  and  Tuberculosis 
Clinics  in  the  Borough  and  has  arranged  Venereal  Clinics  at  Southampton 
and  Winchester. 

There  are  no  Day  Nurseries  in  the  Borough. 

There  is  a Ray  Therapy  Clinic  run  by  the  District  Nurses  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sister.  This  is  supported  by  subscriptions 
and  small  charges  to  the  patients. 

6.  Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary. 

An  isolation  hospital  for  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  provided 
by  the  Borough  Council.  The  accommodation  is  twelve  beds  in 
permanent  buildings.  It  is  situated  at  Fryern  Hill,  Chandler’s  Ford. 

No  hospital  for  cases  of  small  pox  is  provided  in  the  area. 
Accommodation  for  these  cases  is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Sanatoria  for  tuberculosis  patients  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  Bishopstoke  and  Chandler’s  Ford. 

A few  beds  for  maternity  cases  have  been  reserved  at  Winchester 
Hospital  by  the  County  Council,  the  patients  paying  fees  when  able. 

There  is  no  children’s  hospital  in  the  Borough.  A voluntary 
children’s  hospital,  situated  at  Southampton,  frequently  accepts 
cases  from  the  Borough. 

Other  hospitals,  are  two  well  equipped  General  Hospitals  at 
Southampton  and  Winchester,  and  an  Eye  Hospital  at  Southampton, 
which  give  their  services  to  patients  from  the  Borough. 

7.  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

There  is  one  nursing  home,  which  takes  maternity  cases,  in 
the  Borough. 

8.  Maternal  Mortality. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  investigation 
of  maternal  deaths  and  cases  of  puerperal  fever  by  the  County 
Authority. 

9.  Byelaws. 

The  bye-laws  of  the  Borough  are  in  process  of  reformation  since 
man}r  in  force  before  incorporation  have  become  by  the  charter  inoper- 
ative and  others  have  been  subject  to  revision  in  the  offices  of  the 
Central  Government. 
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SECTION  III. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Report  by  CHARLES  E.  JAMES,  A.M.I.S.E.,  M.R.San.I., 
M.R.I.P.H.H.,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  comprises  Sections 
III.,  IV.  and  V.  of  this  Report,  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  District,  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
respectively. 

(a)  Water. 

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corpor- 
ation Waterworks  and  I am  indebted  to  J.  Hawksley,  Esq.,  B.Sc., 
M.Inst.C.E.  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager)  for  the  following 
information. 

The  present  water  -supply  is  derived  from  wells  in  the  upper 
chalk  at  Otterbourne  and  Twyford  and  is  sterilized  at  the  pumping 
stations  before  being  delivered  into  the  Service  Reservoirs.  Under 
normal  conditions  the  supply  is  also  softened  at  the  pumping  stations 
but  since  the  outbreak  of  war  it  has  been  necessary,  as  a measure  of 
Civil  Defence,  to  suspend  the  process  of  softening  on  account  of  the 
glare  from  the  lime  kilns.  The  Southampton  Corporation  is  under 
no  statutory  obligation  to  soften  the  supply,  and  it  is  unlikely  that 
softening  will  be  commenced  during  the  war. 

Work  has  been  commenced  on  the  new  River  Itchen  Supply 
which  is  being  constructed  for  the  general  augmentation  of  the  supply 
throughout  the  Corporation’s  area. 

The  supply  has'  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity 
during  the  year,  the  following  figures  being  typical  of  a chemical 
analysis  of  the  water  at  present  supplied,  during  the  suspension  of 
softening.

Bacteriological  Examination. 

The  water  is  controlled  by  bacteriological  examination,  samples 
being  taken  of  the  well  water  and  treated  water  at  each  pumping 
station  at  least  once  a week. 

The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  during  1939

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Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  two  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from 
wells ' in  the  District  and  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination. 

Both  wells  were  unsatisfactory  and  the  houses  concerned 
were  provided  with  a piped  supply  of  main  water. 

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  partly  “ combined  ” 
and  “ separate  ” systems.  The  whole  of  the  Borough  with  the 
exception  of  the  small  area  of  Stoke  Common  and  the  village  of 
“ Middle  ” is  sewered.  The  sewage  purification  works  include  sludge 
digestion  tanks,  from  which  gas  is  collected  and  utilised  for  generating 
electricity  to  operate  pumps  for  lifting  the  sewage. 

Cesspools  in  the  out-lying  parts  of  the  district  are  rapidly 
being  dispensed  with  and  in  1939  the  following  drainage  work  was 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department.

(c)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Several  factories  were  found  to  be  discharging  oil  into  the 
surface  water  drains.  These  were  approached  with  the  suggestion 
that  oil  interceptors  should  be  installed  on  the  line  of  drain  before 
entering  the  sewer.  This  they  agreed  to  do  and  the  work  has  been 
carried  out  satisfactorily.  Several  houses  at  Allbrook  were  found  to 
be  discharging  sewage  into  the  surface  water  sewer.  The  owners 
of  the  houses  were  approached  with  the  suggestion  that  the  Council 
should  lay  a dual  drainage  system  at  the  back  of  these  houses  and 
apportion  the  cost  between  the  various  owners  concerned.  This 
was  agreed  to  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  these  houses  had 
been  connected  to  the  public  sewer. 
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(d)  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  greater  part  of  the  closet  accommodation  in  the  district 
is  on  the  water  carriage  system  except  in  the  outlying  areas  where  a 
few  pail  closets  still  remain,  chiefly  in  the  cottages  of  agricultural 
workers.  These  dwellings  are  being  dealt  with  through  the  County 
Council  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act  1926  and  were 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  during  1939.  During  the

(e)  Public  Cleansing. 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  j^ear  in  the  method  of 
scavenging. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  collected  in  a tumbler  cart 
and  disposed  of  at  the  sewage  works  for  filtration. 

The  contents  of  cesspools  are  collected  by  a mechanical 
cesspool  emptier  and  disposed  of  at  the  sewage  farm  or  into  a sewer. 

The  disposal  of  dry  refuse  which  at  present  is  removed  weekly 
in  mechanical  vehicles  and  disposed  of  either  in  the  destructor  or  by 
tipping  was  the  subject  of  a Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  held  during 
the  year.  The  existing  incineration  plant  which  is  defective  beyond 
repair  was  considered  unsatisfactory  and  authority  was  obtained 
to  construct  a new  plant.  The  shortage  of  steel  due  to  the  outbreak 
of  hostilities  has  made  the  construction  of  a new  plant  impossible  at 
present  and  the  matter  is  in  abeyance  for  the  time  being.

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(n)  Bathing  Pools. 

An  open-air  bathing  pool  has  been  provided  by  the  Council 
for  the  use  of  the  public.  The  site  lies  between  two  tributaries  of  the 
river  Itchen,  the  bed  of  the  one  on  the  West,  a mill  stream,  being  seven 
feet  higher  than  the  one  on  the  East,  so  that  a continuous  flow  of  water 
is  maintained  through  the  pool.  Samples  of  water  from  the  pool 

and  river  are  analysed  at  frequent  intervals  by  the  County  Analyst 

and  colour  tests  are  carried  out  locally  by  the  staff  of  the  Borough 
Engineer. 

The  pool  is  150  feet  long  and  50  feet  wide  varying  in  depth 
from  7 feet  to  3 feet  with  necessary  dressing  boxes,  conveniences  and 
stores  and  is  supervised  during  the  summer  by  two  whole-time  attend- 
ants. The  pool  is  used  twice  annually  for  summer  galas. 

There  is  also  a private  bathing  pool  at  the  Pirelli-General 
Sports  Ground.

During  the  year  49  samples  of  “ Pasteurised  ” milk  were  taken 
and  forwarded  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  examination. 

Of  the  49  samples  obtained  44  were  up  to  the  prescribed  standard 
and  five  below  such  standard.  Of  these  unsatisfactory  samples  two 
were  below  the  prescribed  standard  as  regards  the  “ Phosphatase  ” Test, 
two  were  unsatisfactory  as  regards  the  bacterial  count  and  one  in 
respect  of  both  the  “ Phosphatase  ” Test  and  the  bacterial  count. 

The  causes  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  found,  after 
investigation,  to  be  due  to  a mechanical  defect  in  the  Pasteuriser. 
This  has  been  remedied.

(2)  Meat  Marking. 

During  the  year  a total  number  of  185  Pigs  were  stamped  by 
the  Meat  Inspector  with  the  mark  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
A charge  of  Threepence  per  pig  was  made  and  this  resulted  in  an 
income  of  £2  6s.  3d.  All  the  animals  so  stamped  were  slaughtered 
on  the  premises  of  the  Four  Counties  Bacon  Company  and  were  mainly 
destined  for  the  London  Market.

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SECTION  VI. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

(1)  Small  Pox. 

No  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  notified  during  the  year. 

(2)  Scarlet  Fever. 

44  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  a decrease 
of  15  compared  with  59  notified  during  1938. 

The  cases  were  fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year 
except  in  the  month  of  June  when  16  cases  from  all  parts  of  the 
district  were  notified.  Five  cases  were  notified  in  each  of  the  months 
of  July,  August  and  September  ; four  in  May  ; three  in  January  ; 
and  two  in  each  of  the  months  of  March,  October  and  November. 
No  cases  were  notified  in  December,  February  or  April.  33  per  cent, 
of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  South  Ward. 

(3)  Diphtheria. 

Seven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  50 
in  1938,  none  of  the  cases  proving  fatal.  Five  of  these  cases  occurred 
in  the  Bishopstoke  Ward,  four  of  which  were  notified  between  the 
16th  of  November  and  the  6th  December  and  all  attended  the  same 
school.  The  fifth  case  which  was  notified  from  this  ward  on  December 
2nd  was  an  adult.  The  two  remaining  cases  which  occurred  in  the 
North  Ward  were  notified  in  April  and  August. 

(4)  Typhoid  Fever. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified  during  the  year. 

(5)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were,  notified  to  me 
during  the  year  ; one  in  the  North  Ward  in  July  and  one  in-  Chandler's 
Ford  Ward  in  August. 

(6)  Examination  of  Bacteriological  Specimens. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  free  of  charge 
by  the  County  Authorities  and  full  advantage  is  taken  of  these  facilities. 

(7)  Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Verminous  Persons. 

No  public  facilities  exist  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons. 
Verminous  clothes,  bedding,  etc.,  are  disinfested  with  “ Killgercide  ” 
and  houses  and  rooms  are  either  disinfested  with  “ Killgerm  ” fumig- 
ators  or  sprayed  with  “ Killgercide.”

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SECTION  VII. 

AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS— CASUALTY  SERVICES. 

Eastleigh  is  not  a scheme  making  authority  and  the  Borough 
Casualty  Services  form  part  of  the  scheme  submitted  by  the  Hants 
County  Council.  The  Services  have  been  constantly  reviewed  since 
their  inception  in  1937  and  have  been  responsible  for  a very  large 
amount  of  extra  work  outside  the  normal  duties  of  the  Public  Health 
Services. 

Originally,  it  was  suggested  that  the  Eastleigh  Borough  Council 
be  responsible  for  ensuring  that  adequate  measures  against  air  raid 
dangers  were  taken  for  the  whole  of  the  Borough  and  contiguous 
areas,  namely,  Eastleigh  and  northwards  to  Winchester  City  boundary, 
including  Hursley  ; to  the  west  to  the  Romsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural 
District  boundary ; and  to  the  east  to  include  Owslebury,  Colden 
Common  and  Fair  Oak  within  the  Winchester  Rural  District. 

For  this  scheme  it  was  proposed  to  set  up  three  Base  Hospitals, 
six  Casualty  Clearing  Stations  and  eight  First  Aid  and  Decontamination 
Posts,  Ambulances  being  provided  by  using  the  two  ambulances 
owned  by  the  Borough  and  any  trade  vehicles  in  the  town  which 
could  be  easily  adapted  as  temporary  ambulances. 

From  this  beginning  after  many  modifications  the  present 
service  was  evolved,  the  main  services  of  which  can  be  summarised  as  : 

(1)  Headquarters  Staff. 

(2)  First  Aid  Post. 

(3)  First  Aid  Parties. 

(4)  First  Aid  Points. 

(5)  Ambulance  Service. 

(6)  Casualty  Hospitals. 

(1)  Headquarters  Staff. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  is  Medical  Officer  in  charge 
of  Casualty  Services  is  the  controlling  official  of  these  services.  He 
is  a C.A.G.S.,  1st  class  (Falfield). 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  C.  E.  James,  who  is  the 
senior  whole-time  officer  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  was 
considered  to  be  the  most  suitable  person  to  direct  the  casualty 
services  and  was  appointed  Director  of  Casualty  Services  in  April, 
1939.  He  is  an  A.R.P.S.,  1st  class  (Falfield  and  Reading)  and  has 
also  qualified  in  First  Aid. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Dawe,  Sanitary  Inspector,  was  appointed  Ambulance 
Officer  at  the  same  time.  He  has  a fairly  extensive  knowledge  of 
motor  vehicles  and  has  qualified  in  Anti-gas  precautions  and  First 
Aid  and  has  taken  courses  in  protection  against  High  Explosive  and 
Incendiary  Bombs. 
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Mr.  K.  R.  Humphries  and  Mr.  W.  R.  W.  Shattock,  Clerks  in 
the  Public  Health  Department,  have  been  responsible  for  all  the 
clerical  duties  attached  to  A.R.P.  in  this  Department,  a very  onerous 
task  in  which  they  have  been  materially  assisted  by  Mrs.  E.  M.  Evans, 
a voluntary  worker,  whose  services  we  were  very  fortunate  in  obtaining 
at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities. 

(2)  First  Aid  Post. 

The  establishment  for  the  Borough  allows  for  the  provision  of 
one  Fixed  First  Aid  Post  and  as  a temporary  measure,  pending  the 
construction  of  a permanent  building,  the  Sports  Pavilion  at  Fleming 
Park  which  is  the  property  of  the  Local  Authority  is  being  used  for  this 
purpose. 

The  personnel  establishment  of  this  post  consists  of  a doctor 
in  charge,  a trained  nurse  and  60  volunteers  (50  women,  and  10  men) 
plus  a reserve  of  25  per  cent. 

Dr.  E.  R.  Batho,  M.C.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  is  the  Medical 
Officer  in  Charge  of  the  Post,  the  Commandant  being  Mrs.  R.  Reynolds- 
Garrett,  J.P.,  C.C.,  who  is  assisted  by  four  whole-time  volunteers. 

The  structural  alterations  necessary  at  the  First  Aid  Post 
which  had  to  be  carried  out  at  very  short  notice,  were  carried  out 
very  promptly  by  the  Staff  of  the  Borough  Engineer,  and  were  com- 
pleted within  a week. 

(3)  First  Aid  Parties 

A First  Aid  Party  consists  of  four  Stretcher  Bearers  and  a Car 
Driver.  One  of  the  stretcher  bearers  is  appointed  leader  and  the 
party  has  to  provide  its  own  car  to  make  it  mobile. 

The  establishment  of  First  Aid  Parties  for  this  area  is  eight 
double  parties  with  a 50  per  cent,  reserve,  making  a total  of  120 
volunteers.  These  parties  are  based  on  Depots  situated  as  follows  : 

No.  1 F.A.P.  Depot,  Market  Street,  Eastleigh — 4 x 4 Parties 

No.  2 F.A.P.  Depot,  Stoke  Park  Road,  Bishopstoke,  2x2 
Parties. 

No.  3 F.A.P.  Depot,  Hursley  Road,  Chandler’s  Ford,  2x2 
Parties. 

Eastleigh  Depot  serves  the  built-up  area  of  the  Borough,  and  is 
twice  the  size  of  each  of  the  other  two  Depots. 

The  Director  of  Casualty  Services  is  the  officer  appointed 
under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be  in  charge  of  First  Aid  Parties 
and  he  is  assisted  by  three  Depot  Superintendents.  Up  to  the  out- 
break of  hostilities  the  Depot  Superintendents,  F.A.P.  Leaders  and 
many  of  the  stretcher  bearers  were  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  the  parties  being  organised  by  Superintendent  E.  S.  Guppy, 
but  from  September  onwards  it  was  found  impossible  to  supervise 
the  Depots  with  volunteers  and  two  whole-time  Depot  .Superintendents 
tad  to  be  appointed. 
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At  the  end  of  August  the  number  of  volunteers  enrolled  in  First 
Aid  Parties  was  39  stretcher  bearers  and  15  Drivers,  but  by  the  end 
of  September  those  numbers  had  increased  to  97  stretcher  bearers 
and  42  drivers,  these  figures  remaining  fairly  constant  to  the  end  of 
December  when  the  totals  were  115  stretcher  bearers  and  43  drivers  ; 
a total  of  158. 

It  was  found  impossible  to  obtain  volunteers  for  day  shifts 
except  at  week-ends  and  one  Paid  Party  was  engaged  between  the 
hours  of  6 a.m.  and  6 p.m.,  the  volunteer  parties  manning  the  Depots 
at  night. 

• No  great  difficulties  were  experienced  in  forming  a sufficient 
number  of  First  Aid  Parties,  but  the  position  with  regard  to  Party 
Cars  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

Most  of  the  car  drivers  are  trade  car  drivers  who  own  no  vehicle 
of  their  own  and  the  few  volunteers  who  are  owner-drivers  possess 
small  cars  which  are  quite  useless  for  transporting  five  men  with  their 
equipment. 

The  preliminary  training  of  volunteers  for  First  Aid  Parties 
consists  of  First  Aid  and  Anti-Gas  courses  and  volunteers  are  not 
considered  qualified  until  they  have  passed  an  examination  in  both. 
They  are  posted  to  a party  at  one  of  the  Depots  where  they  must 
attend  at  least  twice  a week  and  are  trained  as  parties  by  their  Leaders 
Who  are  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

(4)  First  Aid  Points. 

Seven  First  Aid  Points  have  been  established  in  the  Borough  at  : 

(1)  Allbrook  Infant  School. 

(2)  Church  Hut,  Romsey  Road*  Eastleigh. 

(3)  St.  Mary’s  Church  Hall,  Bishopstoke. 

(4)  The  Gospel  Hall,  Sandy  Lane,  Fair  Oak. 

(5)  St.  Boniface  Hall,  Hursley  Road,  Chandler’s  Ford. 

(6)  All  Saints’  Parish  Hall,  Grantham  Road,  Eastleigh. 

(7)  Hiltonbury  Road  Club  House,  Kingsway,  Chandler’s  Ford. 

A First  Aid  Point  box  will  be  kept  in  the  above  premises  for 
the  use  of  the  First  Aid  Parties  in  that  particular  area,  a piped  water 
supply  and  means  of  heating  the  water  exist  in  all  the  above  buildings. 

(5)  Ambulance  Services 

An  ambulance  consists  of  a converted  trade  vehicle  driven 
by  a woman  and  carries  two  First  Aid  Attendants.  These  Services 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Director  of  Casualty  Services  who  is 
assisted  by  the  Borough  Ambulance  Officer.  The  Establishment  of 
Ambulances  in  this  district  is  12  ambulances  with  a 25  per  cent,  reserve, 
totalling  12  vehicles,  30  women  drivers  and  60  attendants.  At.  the 
end  of  the  year  we  had  enrolled  29  drivers  and  63  attendants.  These 
ambulances  are  based  at  the  First  Aid  Party  Depots  as  follows  : — 
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No.  i First  Aid  Party  Depot,  Market  Street,  Eastleigh — 

6 ambulances. 

No.  2 First  Aid  Party  Depot,  Stoke  Park  Road,  Bishopstoke — 
3 ambulances. 

No.  3 First  Aid  Party  Depot,  Hursley  Road,  Chandler's  Ford — 
3 ambulances. 

Each  First  Aid  Party  has  an  ambulance  attached  to  it  and  the 
First  Aid  Parties  and  Ambulance  crew  train  together  as  one  unit. 
Eight  Sitting  Case  Cars  with  24  drivers,  plus  25  per  cent,  reserve, 
are  included  in  the  establishment  but  these  are  proving  very  difficult 
to  obtain. 

The  training  of  these  volunteers  is  the  same  as  that  of  First 
Aid  Parties,  the  ambulance  drivers  being  additionally  trained  in 
commercial  van  driving  on  a Council  lorry  which  has  been  converted 
into  a training  ambulance. 

In  this  district  the  choice  of  vehicles  for  use  as  temporary 
ambulances  is  very  limited  and  the  12  most  suitable  were  earmarked 
as  follows  : — 

5 Laundry  Vans. 

2 Railway  Carriers  Vans. 

2 Furniture  Vans. 

1 Nurseryman’s  Van. 

1 Carrier’s  Van. 

1 Training  Ambulance. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  six  of  these  vehicles  had  to  be  dispensed 
with  for  various  reasons  and  the  matter  of  replacing  them  has  been 
taken  up  with  the  County  Council. 

(6)  Casualty  Hospitals. 

All  casualties  from  the  Borough  are  taken  to  the  Royal  Hants 
County  Hospital  and  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  at  Winchester. 
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
